Andover Students 


Attends Private School 


Andover’s high school isn't the choice of all 
of the town’s high school-age students 
according to a study by THE TOWNSMAN 
that revealed that one in four chooses to 
attend a private schoo] 

And interviews with three of Andover's 
school administrators brought out a num- 
ber of reasons to attend both public and 
private schools. Donald W. McNemar 
headmaster at Phillips Academy, Mary 
Athey Jennings principal at Andover High 
School, and Kenneth R. Seifert, superinten 
dent of schools in Andover-- all products of 
public high schools spent some time individ 
ually discussing the differences between a 
public and private schoo! education with 
THE TOWNSMAN The study showed that 
1.250 students attend the town’s. public high 
And 422 Andover students are en 
rolled in private schools. With 180 day stu 
dents Phillips Academy has the largest 
private school enrollment 

Andover's administrators con 
ceeded there are benefits and drawbacks to 
both public and private schools, adding that 
i great number of factors must be consid 
ered in deciding where to send a child t 
school. Jennings said attending a private 
family tradition

{ll three pointed out that it was impor 
tant to avoid comparing Andover High 
School to only Phillips Academy, which is 
considered by many to be the best private 
school in the country. While at the same 
time each said that an Andover High Schoo! 
education was comperable to an education 
it a good private school 

McNemar said he didn't think there was 
much difference to the academic content o! 
an education at Andover High as compared 
with a good private school. Where the dif 
ference lies, he said, is in the learning that 
goes on outside the classroom. For exam 
ple, the headmaster said day students at 
Phillips may be dropped off at 7 a.m. and 
not picked up to go home until after 9 p.m

They have delivered a baby on an And- 
over sidewalk, revived persons thought 
dead after automobile accidents and res- 
cued painters after a fifty foot fall but for 
Andover s emergency medical technicians 
it’s all in a day’s work 

The emergency medical training that is 
now mandatory for Andover's firefighters 
equips them with skills that they must call 
upon in a moment's They have 
learned to take charge at the scene of an 
accident with a cool calmness that often 
contrasts with the hysterics of onlookers 

And they have an unquestioned faith in 
each other's ability to get the job done

Emergency medical technician EMT 
Shawn Mason, an Andover firefighter for 
three and one-half vears. said he would 


trust his wife or’ daughters lives in the 
hands of partner EMT Jim Landry 
Landry and Mason, both 31 vears old are 
scheduled on the ambulance this month 
Landr®? is the aide on the ambulance be- 
cause he rides in the back. He ts jokingly 
called ‘‘the doc’’ by Mason, who is driving 
this month and takes on the job of the 
nurse,’ or assistant at an emergency. The 
EMT's take turns in the two positions on the 
ambulance, which is stationed at the main 
fire station on North Main Street. For one 
month an EMT is a driver. The next month 
he and all the firefighters in Andover ride in 
back and then he has two months off EMT 
duty and rides the fire trucks 
There are 14 EMTs on the Andover de 
partment’s staff of 61 Chief William T 
Downs explained that he must always have 
t least 12 EMTs on his staff. The 12 most 
junior members of the department staff the 
ambulance on EMT duty. And, at first the 
firefighters thought the emergency duty 
was going to be more of a headache than 
inything. Landry said he never thought he 
would like riding in the ambulance. In fact 
he said he could have finished his EMT duty 
ight months ago but the Woodcliff Road 
resident said he chose instead to stay on 
Mason's feelings about the job are just 
the opposite. He started as a dispatcher at 
the fire house and enrolled in the EMT 
course on his own before he was fighting 
fires. He explained that having a family and 
wanting the firetighter s 
sons to take the course 
It is nice to be able to know what to do 
when something goes wrong at home,”’ said 
Mason, who lives on Morton Street It'sa 
good feeling knowing you are in control of a 
situation 
The EMT course, given at area colleges 
ind hospitals, involves learning cardio-pul 
monary resuscitation (CPR), bandaging 
ind splinting, use of the ‘‘jaws of life,”’ a 
tool that can lift a fire truck or rip a roof off 
in automobile to free someone who is 
trapped. The approximately 100-hour 
course also teaches the technicians how to 
xtricate persons from cars and buildings 
and water rescue procedures. EMTs must 
take a refresher CPR course each year and 
become recertified as EMTs every two 
years. And many of the Andover fire fight- 
ers keep in shape for the constant physical 
demands made on them by lifting weights, 
that they bought with their own funds, that

Ambulance drivers have 
to obey speed limits and laws just like an 
other vehicle, said Landry, but they do have 
the right of wav on a road 
We are no good to the people who need 
us if we get in an acccident on the wavy to an 
accident,’ said Mason 
When they first arrive at an accident the 
i’ MT riding in the ambulance, or ‘‘the doc 
tor assesses the situation and assigns 
priority to those who are injured. At firs 
glance it might be the person with the 
bloody facial wound who looks the worst but 
the EMTs have been trained to spot other 
danger signs like a lack of motioi: or lack of 
pain, not immediately obvious to unskilled 
persons, that need attention first. When 
three painters feel off scaffolding on Kath- 
leen Drive, Landry and Mason quickly 
found the worst injured of the three, a man 
with a broken back, and set to work on him 
after finding the other two men were not as 
badly injured 
And, then there was the man who was in 
an automobile accident on Rt. 93, said 
Landry, who was dead when he and Mason 
arrived. After administering CPR all the 
way to the hospital the emergency room 
physicians were able to revive the person 
because of Landry’s persistence 
And, last November, Mason and Landry 
assisted in their first outdoor birth: The two

rg’s life seems light-years away from New York 
the ‘se days 

In 1981, Brooklyn-born Presberg and her husband 
Dave, bought a small farm in Merrimac. It was 
here that Carole, a spinner and weaver, decided to 
try her hand at raising sheep. With some animal 
husbandry courses from the University of New 
Hampshire under her belt, she bought her first 
sheep and decided to form a group for sheep breed 
ers in Essex County. Sheep raisers’ groups were 
active in other parts of the state and had existed at 
one time here, but had been defunct for a number of 
vears. With advice and help from Aubrey Thomas 
inother Merrimac sheep breeder. Presberg con 
tacted everyone they knew who raised sheep. She 
was surprised and delighted to have 18 people in her 
ving room for that first spring meeting 

lhe Essex County Sheep and Wood Growers 
Association (ECSWGA) now has about 30 mem 
bers, according to their secretary Kathy Ganley of 
Rowley. Of the estimated 8,000 sheep in Massachu 
setts, approximately 1,800 live in Essex County 
The people who raise these sheep come from all 
backgrounds. According to Ganley, the mem 
bership includes doctors, teachers, secretaries 
writers, an artist, employees of North Shore cor 
porations and people who have their own business 
es. Married couples comprise most of their 
membership, although one person for the couple 
iften has a stronger interest in sheep raising 

And why do people raise sheep? According to 
Ganley, who has done extensive research on sheep 
raising in Essex County, there are a lot of factors 
that attract people to having these animals. Sheep 


re relatively small ‘farm ‘animals that*are easy to* 


are for. To some pe ple. they represent the good 
fe, a movement back to the land. a step towards 
elf-sufficiency. Some of the association's mem 


bers had children who raised a baby lamb as a 4-H 


project ana trom there things mushroomed. occa 
sionally to several dozen sheep a couple of vears 
ater. Those who raise sheep enjoy caring for and 


nurturing animals and often have other kinds. in 
luding chickens rabbits. dogs and cats. And with 
miv about a half acre of land necessary to raise a 


couple ol sheep Essex Count which has a lot of 


irginal farmland (land not suitable for farming 
building) is ideal for sheep raising. And there are

Sheep in Essex County are ratsed primarily for 


meat, savs Ganley. She believes that for most of 
their members raising sheep for wool is a second 
iry reason. Some of the members of ECSWGA 
however. are spinners, weavers and knitters, and to 
the quality of their animals’ fleece is the most 
mportant consideration. Presberg, for instance 


has a flock of 17 black sheep with superb wool that 
iS prized by handspinners

No matter what kind of sheep are raised, Ganley 
points out that it is not a big moneymaker. With the 
cost of keeping an ewe for one year about $65, she 
says that there is little. if any, profit to be made 
when considering all the work involved. With the 
cost of lamb going down, with lamb a less popular 
meat than it was some years ago, and with the cost 
of raising sheep on the rise, people don't go into that 
business to.get rich. All of ECSWGA’s members 
depend on their full-time jobs to support them, and 
in some cases, their sheep raising, too

In addition to her accounting practice, 
Patricia teaches full-time at the graduate 
school of business at New Hampshire Col- 
lege in Manchester, N.H. She was a teacher 
before she became a certified public ac- 
countant (she taught at Salem State College 
for a while), and was in fact inspired to 
seek C.P.A. status because ‘‘I wanted more 
she jokes. *‘The only stories I 
had to tell my classes were from my Coo- 
pers and Lybrand days, and they were 
starting to get old.’

Breeding starts with a good brood mare 
and ‘quality mares are expensive to buy, 
from $50,000 to $100,000. The profit is in

healthy 

Profit ts also effected by the gender of the 
foal: a filly (female! is more valuable than

She serves ner norse-owning clients by 
helping each of them set up a record-keep- 
ing system. Many use a computerized a 
counting system called the Khani Horse 
Sense System, developed and supervised by 
Mohsen Khani. which lets clients keep their 
records on the Khanis’ office computer 
Others clients install their own computers, 
and the Khanis help them choose a software 
progran 

And in addition to preparing her clients’ 
tax returns and helping them formulate 
business plans, the accountant often puts 
clients in touch with one another for mar- 
keting horses or selling equipment such as 
tractors and trailers. (Ms. Khani is happy 
to ‘get clients together,’’ she says, but 
avoids “becoming a middle man."’) 

Nancy O'Neill, Patricia’s assistant 
works with many clients who own thorough- 
breds. ‘She has thoroughbreds in her blood 
the way I have Arabians in my blood,” the 
accountant explains. Jim Coleman, a 
C.P.A. associated with the firm, spends 
most ef his time working with non-horse- 
related clients 

Ms. Khani has also helped work out syndi- 
cation deals for horses with star potential

risks and rewards — of promoting the 
horse. ‘This kind of cooperation goes on 
continually with Arabians.”’ she notes 

Compared to racing purses (Swale took 
home $537.400 last Saturday), the prize 
money offered in the show ring is small: A 
national winner can expect a purse of $10 
(00 to $50,000 

Efforts are now underway to put more 
prize money into shows, Ms. Khani says 
because larger prizes would attract more 
spectators. reward owners for the time and 
effort they invest in breeding a winner

She works with both of the major horse 
farms in this area: Windkist Arabians of 
North Andover (which was formerly lo 
cated in Andover), run by Mr. and Mrs 
Carl Capobianco; and Maison De Fleurs 
Arabians of Andover, run by Gus Gauthier 
and Rae Roderick.

River Road residents in the Forest Hill 
Drive Launching Road area are about to 
gain some new neighbors: The Planning 
Board this week approved plans for two 
abutting subdivisions that together will put 
36 new house lots on River Road 

The board Tuesday night unanimously 
approved preliminary plans for High Park 
a 19-lot cluster subdivision proposed tor a 
23.9-acre site next to Launching Road 

And they unanimously approved defini- 
tive plans and a special permit to cluster 
for River Edge. a 19-lot cluster on a 20.5 
cre site across from Forest Hill Drive 
right next door to High Park 


Both subdivisions, proposed by Start 


Realty Trust of Reading, will overlook the 
Merrimack River 

During public hearings on both plans last 
month, engineer Arthur Fosse of Dana F 
Perkins Associates said construction on 
River Edge might begin late this summer 
and would probably take two vears to com 
plete. (Plans tor High Park. however, are 
not as advanced: the developer must stil 
seek approval of definitive plans and a 
special permit to cluster for that proposal. ) 

The planners approved preliminary plans 


tor High Park with little discussion. Those 
plans call for 19 lots (including two with 
frontage on River Road) clustered around a 
| .600-foot roadway ending in a cul-de-sac 
I'he site will be served by septic systems 
and town water. The engineer said the pro 
ject will require ‘‘very little’ earth mov

Starr Realty will deed more than ten

With the gypsy moth season about to 
start, here are some commonly asked ques- 
tions about spraying trees and shrubs 
around the yard:1. Do I need to protect my 
pet during the spraying of my trees with 
Seven” carbary! insecticide?

Gypsy Moths differ in their sensitivity to 
SEVIN carbaryl spray according to their 
age, physical condition, dose received, etc.

The Lowly Shrub Could 
Be The Yard Prize 


Think of the most tranquil, beauti- 
ful landscaped area you know of, and 
most likely the unsung hero will be 
woody and flowering shrubs. These 
hard-working and easy to care for 
vear round plants may be just what 
vou are looking for in landscape plan- 
ning and planting 

Fertile soil is the basis of all good 
looking lawns. Shrubs, like most 
plants require nitrogen, phosphorous 
and potassium for healthy growth 
Nitrogen supplies that luxurious 
green gardeners prize. Plants need 
phosphorous for sturdy growth and 
more vividly colored flowers. Potas- 
sium is the key to strong stems and 
disease resistance 

The secret that professional nurs- 
erymen have used in their nurseries 
is now available to home gardeners 
Brand name. continuous feeding fer- 
tilizer available in nurseries and oth 
er outlets, contains a formultion 
specially suited to nourish flowering 
shrubs 

The continuous feeding plant food 
granules are coated with a sate bio 


degradable resin. When the granules 
are applied to plants, moisture in the 
soil penetrates the coating, and the 
granules become tiny reservoirs of 
liquid plant food 

The continuous teeding of nutrients 
is in prefect harmony with the plant's 
natural growth cycle. In spring. when 
the soil warms. the nutrition is fed to 


the plant when it is needed most. As 
soil cools, and plant growth slows, the 
fertilization also slows in direct re- 
sponse to the plant's reduced needs 

Shrubs respond best to soils that 
are mildly acid to neutral. Many 
honme gardeners find that inexpen- 
sive soil test kits can quickly reveal 
soil conditions. If the soil is too acid- 
ic, remedy the conditionss by adding 
ground dolomite limestone at plant- 
ing time 

Once the soil is prepared with com- 
post, peat moss or leafmold, dig a 
planting hole twice as wide as the 
rootball and approximately six inches 
deeper. Sprinkle the fertilizer into the 
bottom of the planting hole according 
to label directions, and before the 
shrubs are set into place. Then forget 
about fertilizing again for eight to 
nine months 

Next remove shrubs from con- 
tainers. Gently center the shrub in 
the hole with tts crown neither raised 
above or dropped below the soil line 
Fill the hole halfway with @ mixture 
of two parts soil and one part organi 
natter. Firm and then soak with wa

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Aluminum Screening Lasts And Lasts 


4 torn window screen is an unwel- 
come surprise when the warm spring 
air blows in. At that time. we can't wait 
to throw open the windows and let the 
breeze take the winter chill out of the 
house. Fixing that torn family room or 
kitchen screen doesn't take long; how- 
ever, and it’s simple to install quality 
screening material that’s durable and 
attractive 

A trip to the neighborhood hardware 
store for repair can remedy the prob- 
lem quickly. A torn screen is also 
relatively simple do-it-vourself job 

The material which most accurately 
fills this order is aluminum screen 
cloth. It is easy to work with and it can 
be cut to fit any size window 

Aluminum is naturally noncorrosive 
so the tiny latticed screening continues 
to endure seasons of rain and blowing 
snow. A spring cleaning with mild soap 
and water or the brush attachment on a 
vacuum cleaner is all it takes to keep 
aluminum screening looking good year 
after vear. The fine mesh also helps 
keep small insects out of the house and 
resists separating 

Aluminum screen can be used in any 
tvpe of frame - wood or aluminum - and 
won't warp out of shape. There are 
lifferent procedures tor replacing 
screens in the two types of frames. The 
following steps as well as the corre- 
sponding diagrams show how to re- 
screen an aluminum frame window 

Although aluminum framing Is stur 
dy and durable. it is important to care 
fully remove the frame so it will not 
bend or scratch. Additionally, it is a 
good idea to buy a sheet of screen 
larger than the area to be covered: the 
excess material provides something t 
hold on to when pulling the screen taut 
to fit the frame. Replacing aluminum 
frames may involve a special inexpen 
sive roller that torces a plastic spline 


to the frame channel. Frames that 


already have a metal retaining spline, 
however, require a narrow block of 
wood and a mallet. The repair steps are 
generally the same. Fither way, when 
the job is finished, a tighter seal is 
atforded

Avoiding A Furor 


The U.S. Postal Service is again examining the 
possibility of erecting a new post office building in 
Andover 

The department has publicly solicited site propo- 
sals for the development of a new facility probably 
to be in operation in two to three years. 

Based on the furor which developed the last 
time the postal service went through a similar 
exercise almost a decade ago, it is suggested that 
the tederal authorities approach Andover officials 
before going too far into the process of developing 
construetion plans or acquiring land. 

In the futile exercise of several years ago, the 
postal service made an initial mistake of feeling 
that the location of a post office in Andover was a 
simple matter and could be located anywhere. 

They took an option on some land at the corner of 
Argilla Road and Andover Street and announced 
plans tor both processing facilities and customer 
services to be located in a new modern facility. 

This immediately produced an uproar with mer- 
chants and chamber of commerce officials con- 
cerned about the removal of this public facility 
from the central business district 

Other concerns was the dedication of residential 
land to develop a commercial service which would 
produce traffic and other problems in the area 

While several proposals were offered the town 
by postal officials to appease the citizenry, the 
general and vocal opposition to the site ultimately 
led to the dropping of the option. 

Too, the postal service, after examining other 
sites and possibilities, as well as attempting to 
keep a service facility in the downtown area 
dropped all plans for a new post office 


Instead they moved the processing services to 
the Lawrence post office and left only customer 
service areas at the over 50-year-old Main Street 
facility 

It would be helpful if postal officials would 
approach the town’s planning department or other 
administrative personnel in the town, to avoid 
such problems this time around. 

It can easily be envisioned that similar problems 
will face the federal government in locating a new 
facility in the community. 

There is little, if any, land suitable for such a 
development in the central business district. 

It would seem almost impossible to rezone a 
special site in a residentiad section of town for 
such a facility. By past town meeting standards, 
such a proposal would not meet with acceptance. 

The only areas still possible would be in West 
Andover or Lowell Junction industrial areas, 
where possibly some limitations or restrictions 
would have to be eased to accommodate such a 
facility 

Then, there is the matter of what about the 
present downtown office, or some facility to con- 
tinue the services currently available and nec- 
essary in the business center of Andover 

These are a few, but important, considerations 
before going forward with any new postal facility 
for Andover. It would seem imperative, from a 
‘ime standpoint, that if the postal authorities don’t 
approach the town administration and address 
such issues, then the town should initiate the steps 
in order to avoid the unnecessary furor which 
resulted during a similar planning activity a de- 
cade ago.
